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Cornwell Says Missé Missouri Theater 
Was Built to Get First 
Run“ Pictures. 


The Famous Players-Lasky Coer- 
poration built the Missouri Theater, 
at Grand and Washington beule- 
varda, because it had been unable 
previously to sell its film produc- 


tions to first-run motion picture 
heaters in St. Louis. Frederick L. 
Cornwell, former president of the 
Famous Players-Missouri corpera- 
tion, testified here today at a hear- 
1 of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 

The hearing is on the commis- 
sion’s complaint that the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation, its of- 
ficérs and associated corporations, 
have been gulity of “fraudulent and 
unfair” methods of competition, 
which are alleged to “have a dan- 
serous tendency te create for the 
Famous Players-Lasky Corporation 
and ita affiliated companies, a mo- 
nopoly in the motion pictrue ind@us- 
try in the greater portion of the 
United State.” 

Mentions , 

The building of. t Missouri 
Theater and adjoining office build- 
ing. the purchase of 14 St. Louis 
theaters from Harry Koplar and 
his associates, and the creation of 
the Famous Players-Missouri Cor- 
portation to operate such theaters, 
is mentioned In the complaint as a 
part of the alleged ttempt to 
create © monopoly. 

Cornwell, who is president of the 
company operating two small 
theaters were showing Paramount 
pictures, the preductions of the Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky Corporation, in 
the winter of 1918-19. Represen- 
tatives of the corporation came 
here to-look over sites for the new 
theater in the downtown district 


_—lbhut Cornwell advised the Grand 


boulevard site. 

Litigation resulted from the pur- 
chase of the Koplar theaters, Corn- 
well testified, and the result was 
that the 14 theaters were sold back 
to the original owners at practical- 
ly the price they had received for 
them. 

Cornwell Not Questioned. 

Counsel for the film corporation 
was not permitted to question 
Cornwell regarding previous ef- 
forts of other producers to pur- 
chase the Koplar theaters, in 
which Cornwell had a financial in- 
terest. The defense counsel of- 
fered to prove by Cornwell that the 
defendants, in coming to St. Louis, 
“endeavored to open up a closed 
market rather than to clese an 
open one.” 

Examiner Alvord declined this 
offer, as well as another to show 
that Marcus Loew is completing 
construction of a vaudeville and 
first-run picture theater at Eighth 
street and Washington avenue and 
that other interests, not affiliated 
with the Famous Players-Lasky 
Corporation, began construction re- 
cently of a first-run picture thea- 
ter at Grand boulevard and Mor- 
gan street. He ruled such testi- 
mony was not material. Defense 
counsel made the offer to show 
that competition exist shere. 

Cornwell was a witness for the 
defense, the Government having 
concluded its case at Los Angeles 
last November. 

An order directing the defend-

charged will be made by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission ify it finds 
against the defendants.

SICKNESS” IN PRIMARIES 


Attorney-General Barrett Asserts 
There Is No Incentive for High 
Type Mem to Seek Office.

JEFFERSON CITY. June 23.— 
“The reason why more men of 
uh type and unusual ability do 
not run for public office is be- 
cause they know the electorate has 
sleeping sickness, particularily in 
primary elections,” Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barrett declared jn an address 
here last night at the opennig ges- 
sion of the twentieth annual en- 
campment of the Missouri Depart- 
ment of the Spanish War Veter- 
ans. 

There is no incentive for high 
type men to risk defeat in a con- 
test where money and manipula- 
tion count more than merit, Bar- 
rett asserted. 

“Everybody knows how difficult 
it is for a public officer to be true 
to his highest ideals and ‘stay. in 
politics.” Barrett continued. “We 
do nothing about it. The result is 
that such men, as a rule, do not 
stay in politics.” 

Pubfic office offers a splendid 
opportunity in America for public 
service, and many citizens would 
choose public work as a career, the 
speaker said. if it could be planned

NEN TORK. June 23.—Backed 
by 416 women delegates and al- 
ternates or almost one-fourth of 
the convention membership, Dem- 
ocratic women leaders have begun 
a determined fight to gain two ma- 
jor committee chairmanships. 
After a careful canvass of delegates, 
they say the outlook for success 
is bright. 

Chairmanships of the Credentials 
and Permanent Organization Com- 
mittees are the objectives. Mrs. 
Leroy Springs of Lancaster, 8. C., 
and Mr. Daniel O’Day of New York, 
are suggested for the Credentials 
chairmanship. Both are promi- 
nent and either, it is said, will be 
acceptable to the majority of the 
women. A Western woman, still 
to be chosen, will be put forward 
for the permanent organization 
chairmanship. 

Campaigning for the chairman- 
ships is being done in a professional 
way. First, the women decided it 
would be poor policy, because of 
their inexperience in things polit- 
ical, to attempt to gain either the 
rules or resolutions chairmanships, 
so they passed them. Not, however, 
without sending word to men lead- 
ers that they would not ask for 
the places and explaining why. 
Then, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Emily Newell Blair of Joplin, Mo., 
vice-chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, they began canvassing dele- 
gations for pledges to elect mem- 
bers of the two committees whose 
chairmen, they hope to name. If 
the women have their way, they 
also have a woman majority on 
each committee. 

Claims for Recognition. 

Women leaders base their claim 
for recognition of the fact that 
they have almost 40 per cent more 
representation in this convention, 
than they ever had before. In 
1920 there were 298 women in the 
convention. There were 15 in 1916, 
and only two, from Washington 
and Colorado, suffrage States, in 
1912. Sixteen women made speech- 
es in the 1920 convention. The 
number who will speak this year 
will be much larger, it is said. 

Other than the fight for chair- 
manships, there promises to be no 
outstanding feature of the women’s 
activities. They are not fighting 
as a unit for any plank, and, ac- 
cording to leaders, they are care- 
fully avoiding the klan and prohi- 
bition plank controversy. 

The opposing factions on the 
equal right constitutional amend- 
ment who clashed at the Republi- 
can convention, are here in full 
strength and already have ap- 
peared before the women's advis- 
ory committee, of which Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New 
York. is chairman. That commit- 
tee makes recommendations in 
writing on the equal rights and 
other planks in which the women's 
organizations are interested. 

The only states which did not 
send women delegates are Louisi- 
ana and Florida. There was none 
originally on the South Dakota 
delegation, but some were added 
after the primary. 

Women’s Attorneys Numerous. 

Many professional and business 
women are included in delegations. 
Women attorneys are most numer- 
ous. Miss Susan W. Fitzgerald of 
Massachusetts, and Mrs. Isabelle 
Ahearn O'Neil of Rhode Island are 
members of their respective State 
Legislatures. Mrs. Sam Phillips of 
Memphis. is in the cement bust- 
ness: Mrs. Emma G. Cromwell is 
Secretary of State of Kentucky; 
Mrs. Josiah Quincy of Massachus- 
etts is the widow of the Assistant 
Secretary of State of the United 
States under Cleveland. Miss Flor- 
ence Sterling of Texas, is the only 
woman campaign manager present. 
“Miss Florence” as she is known 
far and wide by politicians in 
Texas. is trying to win the vice- 
presidential nomination for Alvin 
W. Owsley, former commander of 
the American Legion. 

Bobbed haired women politicians 
are searce. There are just two 
on the National Committee, Mrs. 


Florence G. Farley of Wichita, 
Kan, and Mrs. Bernice 8. Pyke 
of Cleveland. 


New York has the largest number 
of women in its delegation, 48. Mis- 
souri is second, and Massachusetts

ought to be kept informed on the 
development of France's policy 
toward the soviets.

Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota. 
Minnesota and Hlinois were hit by 
the high winds and rains. Three 
persons were killed in Chicago and 
one in. Minnesota. Probably the 
most serious menace to Chicago 
followed the storm in threatened 
pollution of the drinking water 
supply. 

A fleet. of sailing yachis was 
caught off shore and a. half dozen 
were forced to run before the gale 
with bare poles. 

Six Government air mail planes 
were wrecked at Omaha, Neb., 
when the roof was blown off their 
hangar and the walls caved in. Two 
planes in far corners of the hangar 
were not damaged. Air male serv- 
ice from Omaha would not be 
hampered, officials said, although 
additional planes would have.to be 
rushed from Chicago. 

Southwéstern Minnesota seeme 
to bear the brunt of the storm in 
that State One man was killed 
near Tracy, near which hundreds 
of farms were hard hit. A baby 
injured in the storm in Minnesota 
died today. St. Peter suffered con- 
siderably from the storm, which 
attained the proportions of a tor- 
nado in a 60-mile sweep from 
Lake Denton to Amberton. 

In Chicago, a heavy downpour, 
accompanied by wind of nearly 40 
miles an hour, flooded streets, tore 
down wires and seriously impeded 
traffic. At Olympia Fields Coun- 
try Club a caddie was killed, an- 
other caddie and three players in- 
jured. A city fireman was killed 
by lightning, and a janitor, at- 
tempting to close a window, fell 
11 floors to his death. ö

Col. Theodore A. © A. Wroughton Re- 
tires; Pasacd Sentence on 2000 © 
in First Two Years.

SASKATOON, Sask., June 23.— 


After a stirring career of 37 years 
in the Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police, Assistant Commissioner 
Theodore A. Wroughton has re- 
tired from the force. 

Col. Wroughton joined the force 
as a Constable in 1887. He was 
promoted to be Inspector in 1898 
and elevated to the post of Assis- 
tant Commissioner in 1919. 

To. Col. Wroughton fell the duty 
of pursuing criminals single-handed 
over tfhekiess wilds. Later he was 
Prosecutor and Magistrate among 
25.000 men during the Yukon gold 
rush. Finally he exercised the po- 
lice power over millions of square 
miles in the Arctic. 

In the first two years Col. 
Wroughton was in command of the 
Yukon Territory he sentenced 2000 
persons in the Police Court. He 
and his force were so successful 
that the streets of Dawson became 
as safe as those of an Eastern city.

News and Comment 


NEW YORK, June 28.—Price 
fluctuations on the stock market 
at the start of the new week were 
uncertain and as the session prog- 
ressed selling made itself felt 
throughout the greater part of the 
list. Toward the close a few 
specialties recovered more than 
the ground lost, but the general 
body of stocks remained quiet and 
unsteady. 

Profit taking was apparent in 
stocks which had been favored in 
the buying last week, among them 
Coca Cola, Industrial Alcohol, 
Schulte Retail Stores, Consolidated 
Gas, Cast Iron Pipe and General 
Electric. 

The upward swing in the rails 
halted but not until further con- 
spicious strength had been shown 
in several instances. Nickel Plate 
crossed 90 for the first time, and 
there was some suggestion of a 
dividend increase. Chesapeake 
and Ohio was drawn along sym- 
pathetically. The Erie issues were 
in demand at top prices and Sou- 
thern Railway common made a 
new high. Later in the day realiz- 
ing sales bore down upon the rail- 
way section as well as upon other 
parts of the list, making themselves 
felt in stocks like Southern Pa- 
cific, New York Central, Atchison, 
Lehigh Valley and others which 
had been prominent at various 
stages of the recent advance. 

Public Utility stocks experienced 
the same check as other groups. 
One of the exceptions was Inter- 
national Telephone and Telegraph, 
which crossed 76. The upward 
move appeared to some to be mere- 
ly a readjustment in accordance 
with the low interest rates. Pub- 
lic Service of New Jersey was evi- 
dently running into stock around 
53, and Philadelphia Company was 
meeting opposition above 48. 
Brooklyn Manhattan Transit stocks 
were again strong at new high 
prices for both common and pre- 
ferred. Mathieson alkali reacted. 

There was a break in Cuyame! 
Fruit. Atlantic Refining went be- 
low 90. Montgomery Ward was 
strong for a time. 

The first of the May railway 
statements—that of Southern Pa- 
cific—attracted attention for its 
bearing upon the question of gen- 
eral business decline and secondly 
upon the policy of railway manage- 
ments regarding maintenance ap- 
propriations. Decrease in the 
Southern Pacific gross of $1,660,- 
000 from the month last year was 
quite in keeping with the known 
comparison of trade activity. The 
more interesting point was that the 
May gross was down very little 
from that of April. On the other 
hand net operating income in May 
was reduced $600,000 from the 
month before and $1,170,000 from 
the month in 1923. 

On the stock exchange trading 
grew very dull with the course of 
the afternoon and prices continued 


to sag. Some of the leading in- 
dustrials were off a point to two 
points. French francs went lower, 


‘and sterling was off a fraction. 


Montgomery Ward's advance, re- 
vived talk about the likelihood of 
a substantial amount being paid on 
account of class A dividend arrears. 
Directors authorized a $175 dis- 
bursement on the A stock at the 
outset of the year, leaving accruals 
of $21 a share. In the five months 
ended May 31, sales totaled $62,-

The Bond Market. 


Higher prices in bonds were the 
rule today. Whatever may be the 
outlook over the longer period 
there was certainly no change to- 
day in the trend of money toward 
a lower level. This point was 
graphically illustrated by the an- 
nouncement of the sale of 32,500, 
000 State of Indiana six months 
tax anticipation notes on a 2% per 
cent basis. At the same time $6,- 
700.000 County of Hampden, Mas- 
sachusetts, five months discount 
notes were sold on a 2% per cent 
discount basis. In the open market 
today 60-day funds loaned at 2% 
per cent while for six months 3% 
per cent was bid and offered. 

Under these conditions it was 
not surprising that the advance in 
Libertys should be resumed. United 
States Treasury 4%s crossed 105 
again. All the old Liberty 4M 
and the tax-exempt 3%s were frac- 
tionally higher. 

Active buying went on in the 
foreign group. City of Copenhagen
